5. IBM paid MAS Consultants over $500,000 to develop a software package during the 
period of approximately February 1999 - September 1999, wherein said software package 
implements the subject matter described and claimed in the above-identified patent application, 
and wherein said software package includes program code comprising: 

mamtaining a playbook database comprising a plurality of templates of 
information relating to the designing, implementing, and using a GP/AP system, such that 
the plurality of templates is particularized for a customer; 

displaying a playbook summary view, which is similar to FIG. 4 and 
accompanying description in the above-identified patent application; 

displaying a summary task template, which is similar to FIG. 5 and accompanying 
description in the above-identified patent application; and 

displaying a detailed task template, which is similar to FIG. 6 and accompanying 
description in the above-identified patent application. 

6. On November 22, 1999, IBM filed the above-identified patent application, following 
completion of the software package developed by MAS Consultants as described in Paragraph 5. 

7. IBM has maintained said software package through the current date and intends to 
continue to maintain said software package into the future, and has no present intent to 
discontinue maintenance of said software package.
